This variety somewhat 
whiter, wider open and a bit more ruffled than Leading 
Lady. 

SKYWAY (Stevens). A clear light pink with a white to 
cream throat. Will open 7 on a 32-inch flowerhead 
of 18-20 buds. 


SNOW FLURRY (Clark). Clean, pure white Picardy 
sport, nicely ruffled, 18-20 buds. 


SNOW PRINCESS (K & M). Popular commercial white 
that still rates high for cutflower purposes. 

SPIC & SPAN (Carlson). Tall, ruffled deep pink that 
is fast replacing Picardy as the leading cutflower vari- 
ety. Spikes are gun barrel type, carrying 20-22 buds 
and opening 10 in the field. Holds color to the tip. If 
we grew only one variety, this would be IT.

Lavender and grey that 
opens 8 ruffled florets on long stretchy spikes. Best 
smoky. 


SUNDANCE (Almey). Ruffled medium yellow self. 
Opens 8 or more 5-inch blooms on long flowerhead. 


SUNDAY BEST (Pletcher). Tall, clear lavender rose, 
blending to a cream throat. Thirty-inch flowerhead, 8 
open.

VALERIA (Pruitt) . Clear scarlet with a silky sheen and 
faint white line on lower petal. Commercial. 


VELVET MANTLE (Fischer). A luxurious maroon that 
opens 6-9 florets on long slender spikes 5 feet tall. 


VENIDA (Milo) . Orchid rose with a large cream blotch. 
Height 55 inches, 24 buds with 7-8 open. 


VIOLET DICKINSON (Barrett). Beautifully ruffled 
white with purple throat darts. Opens 8-10 florets. 


WAYFARER (Butt). Light rose pink blending to a 
creamy throat. Grows to 52 inches with flowerheads of 
18-20 buds and 6-8 open. 


WEDGWOOD (Fischer). A beautiful blending of lav- 
ender and cream. Its fine ruffling and earliness make 
it a leading floral type.
